DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Postema et 
al. (US 4139186). 

Postema et al. disclose a damper including a closed pressure tube 1 (note that the pressure 
tube is closed by free piston 10, see also col. 3 lines 17-24) having an inner wall which forms a 
sealed working chamber, a piston 3 disposed within the working chamber, the piston slidingly 
engaging the pressure tube to divide a first portion of the working chamber into an upper 
working chamber 6 and a lower working chamber 7 a first flow path 2 extending through the 
piston to provide communication between the upper working chamber and the lower working 
chamber, a valve body (see Fig. 1) disposed within the working chamber to define a fluid 
chamber 9 located in a second portion of the working chamber the valve body being fixedly 
secured to the pressure tube, and a second flow path 8 extending through the valve body to 
provide communication between the lower working chamber and the fluid chamber the second 
fluid flow path being a continuously open flow path.
